LOS ANGBLES.—Like real estate 
and automobiles, the business of 
catching, bringing back and selling 
wild jungle animals has enjoyed a 


big boom during the post-World War. 


II years. 

Zoos and parks couldn’t get any 
animals during the war, there being 
no ships available for transport, So 
VJ-Day found a strong pefit-up de- 
mand waiting to be satisfied. 

That's what Noel Rosefelt of Los 
Angeles has been doing these last 
few years—bringing back the supply 
to meet the demand, Since the war 
ended, he has made 27 trips to Siam, 
Borneo, Burma and other’ hot and 
far-off places, scouring the jungles 
in seareh of select specimens for 
little boys to throw peanuts to. 

He has done very well in the busi- 
ness, too. Rosefelt estimates his firm, 
Catalina Wild Life Expeditions in 
one year brought in $250,000 worth 
of animals and birds, 

One method of snaring monkeys 
is to spray a field of corn, by plane, 
with a sedative solution known as 
“sleeping mist”, ‘The monkeys eat 
the corn, fall asleep on the spot and 
may then be gathered up. 

Monkeys often are caught by 
pouring some rice into a pop bottle. 
Then you set the pop bottle among 
the trees. Along comes the monkey. 
He thrusts his hand into the bottle 
for the rice and is then confronted 
with an ugly dilemma: 

If he holds on to a clenched fistful 
of rice, he can’t get his hand out of 
the bottle. If he wants to get it 
out of the bottle, he can’t bring the 
rice with it. While he is worrying 
with his little problem, you nab him, 

Birds often are trapped by smear- 
ing latex (raw rubber) on _ tree 
branches, Works like fly paper, The 
sedative system is sometimes used 
here, too. 

Rosefelt, in quest of king vultures, 
once had a veterinarian mix a batch

of sleeping powder for him. Then he 
dug a pit, filled it with garbage and 
stirred in the sleeping powder, When 
he went back, he found seven king 
vultures—all dead. The veterinarian 
had mixed an overdose, 


Rosefelt captures elephants by 
sending out a horde of natives to 
surround a herd and shoo the jumbos 
into a stockade with drums and flam- 
ing torches, (Elephants fear fire.) 

Then they’re hogtied and literally 
starved into behaving themselves. 
Not until they submit do they get 
any food or water, The process of 
breaking in an elephant takes about 
three weeks. 

When he wants the young of a 
ferocious species, Rosefelt must kill 
its parents, Even though he finds 
the young untended momentarily, he 
waits until the parents return and 
then plugs them. Otherwise, he 
says, they'd track him to the ends 
of the jungle—and possibly catch up. 

During the past two years, among 
other things, Rosefelt has brought 
back 62 elephants, including one that 
was pregnant, or at least he thought 
she was, 

She had titanic seizures of morn- 
ing sickness all the way from Siam, 
and her arrival caused quite a stir. 
A London zoo director cabled to ask 


if she was going to have twins and | 


someone offered to supply milk for 
the baby. 


Once ashore, the pachyderm was 


acquired by an outfit in Hollywood | 


which leases elephants out to shows, 
circuses and such. Months later 
they discovered she wasn't pregnant 
at all. Just overweight. Glands, or 
something. 

It was Rosefelt also who brought 
back the leopard which took French 
leave from the Oklahoma City zoo 
recently, and skulked for several 
days across the nation’s front pages

In the first column of 
your housing budget total your gross 
income. In column two, list all your 
present living expenses other than 
housing costs such as rent, heating, 
maintenance and repair, and any 
Special municipal taxes you may be 
paying as a tenant.

More Hints On Hitting 


Last week we outlined the funda- 
mentals of good hitting, starting 
with the stance and covering the 
swing itself. Here are a few more 
general tips which will help 
boost your batting averages. 
Can You Hit A Bad Home Run? 

Silly as it sounds, there is such a 
thing as a bad home run. The phrase 
describes four-baggers hit off balls 
not thrown in the strike area. To 
quote Ted Williams, one of the best 
fence-busters in the 
League, “I get annoyed when I hit 
a bad home run because when I do 
I know I’m heading for trouble.” * 

Major League coaches and scduts 
don’t like bad ball hitters. “The first 
objective of a good hitter is to swing 
only on strikes,” they explain. “If 
you don’t, no matter if the results 
are good occasionally, you will wind 
up with a low batting average, and 
will be a sucker for a good pitcher.” 

Remember this well. Take a closer 
look next time you are at bat and 
watch for ‘the bad balls, Leave this 
“sucker bait’ strictly alone. 
Covering The Plate 

Research indicates that only three 
hitters in 10 swing in such a way 
as to cover the width of the plate 
with their bat. Some swing so that 
an inside pitch will be hit close to 
the bat handle others so that the 
thick end of the bat doesn’t cover 
the outside corners. 

Many major leaguers, including 
Johnny Mize and Ted Williams, use 
the following system of ensuring 
proper plate coverage.

Now, shuffle your 
feet back as far as you can without 
moving the tip of the bat from its 
position on the ground. Remember 
not to bend your knees, 

When you have moved back as far 
as you can without moving the bat 
or leaning on it, note the position of 
your feet. Measure the distance 
from the plate, and make sure you 
stand on this spot every time you 
bat. Then you can be sure that your 
bat will cover the strike area when 
you swing.

Saskatchewan 


$20,000,000 To Be Spent 
On Oil Exploration This Year 


REGINA. — More than $20 


millions will be spent on oil ex- 


ploration and development work in Saskatchewan in 1951, ac- 
cording to the prediction of Resources Minister J. H. Brockelbank. 


This will be more than double 
millions and $10 millions. 


Plans drawn up so far by more 
than 50 companies taking part in 
the Saskatchewan oil play formed 
the basis of Mr. Brockelbank’s esti- 
mate, 

The minister also said that he is 
“looking forward to the discovery 
of light oil somewhere in Saskatche- 
wan this year,” While activity 
expected to be intensified through- 
out favorable areas of the province, 
a ‘concentrated effort’ is expected 
in the southeastern parts of the 
province underlain by the Williston 
Basis which has proven productive 
of oil recently in both Manitoba and 
North Dakota (50 miles south of 
Estevan), 

All Saskatchewan oil records will 
probably be broken again this year 
as they were in 1950, Mr, Brockel- 
bank said, except those applying to 
the preliminary types of exploration. 

He pointed out that the geophysi- 
cal data in many of the permit 
areas is nearing final assessment and 
because of this the majority of the 
wells drilled this year will be explor- 
ing favorable formations for oil 
rather than primarily for geological 
information,

LUXURY ITEM 


Price Of Brides 
Going Up 


LONDON.—The colonial office re- 
ported glumly that Western-style in- 
flation had boosted the price of 
brides among the Gusii tribe in East 
Africa until they have become & 
luxury ftem. 

Up until 1942 a man could get a 
grade A bride for six cows, one bull 
and 10 goats. But then the war and 
the effects of civilization began to 
penetrate into the British crown col- 
ony of Kenya and the price of a good 
wife went up. 

At the end of 1947, young tribes- 
men complained they were being 
asked to deliver more than 16 cows, 
one bull and as many as 20 goats fo 
the same quality wife they coul 
have picked up at half the price & 
few years back. 

The ruling Barazas —Gusii tribal 
cOuncils — figured the only way to 
fight this inflationary spiral was with 
another Western device—price con- 
trol. ; 

So in 1948 the grand tribal council 
pegged the price of a reliable brand 
Gusii wife at the pre-inflation rate 
of six cows, one bull and 10 goats. 

For a while things settled down 
peacefully in Gusii country and a 
man could pick up a wife without 
straining his budget. 

But now one more Western trend 
has crept into the daily life of the 
tribe. Gusii fathers with especially- 
desirable daughters began demand- 
ing ‘“under-the-counter’”’ payments in 
addition to the fixed price of six 
cows, one bull and 10 goats. 

The effect, the colonial office com- 
plained, has been to start the price 
spiral all over again,
